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To Bis Excellency, A. H. Longino, Governor of JfiMtssippi ; 

Sir : We have the honor to submit herewith the (ollcwing re- 
port oF the proceedings of the State Board of Health for the years 
1900 and 1901 as required by Sec. 2272 of the Annotated Code : 

In 1900 and 1901 there were examined for llceaee to practice 
medicine in the State of Mississippi in accordance with the provis- 
ions of the law 26) applicants and 158 were granted license. The 
percentag'o oE licentiates to the number of applicants, it will be ob- 
served, is g'reater than in previous years. This is due to tlie fact 
that the Board has established a high standard of requirements and 
all reputable medical colleges have adopted a four years course of 
teaching before granting their diplomas. This has had the effect 
of vevy materially elevating the standard of requirements for en- 
tering the medical profession in the State of Mississippi. The 
classes of applicants in the last few years show decided improve- 
ment in both general and medical attainments over those of ten 
years ago. 

At the time the present Board was organized amall-pox was pre- 
vailing in the State to an alarmins extent, so much so that the for- 
mer Board, whose term expired with that of Gov. Mcl-aurin, rec- 
ommended that a compulsory vaccination law be passed. This the 
legislature failed to do, but enacted the following : 
AN ACT to provide compulsory vaccination, and to provide a pen- 
alty for enforcing same. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the legislature of the State of Mis- 
sissippi, That the Board of Supervisors in the counties in which 
small-pox exists, are hereby empowered to pass ordinances for pro- 
viding for compulsory vaccination to enforce Rame as hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec. 2. The President or Clerk of the Board of Supervisors 
shall make application to the Secretary of the State Board of 
Health for a sufficient quantity of bovine virus to do the necessary 
vaccinating, and the cost of said virus shall be borne by the county 
so ordering. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Sujiervisors may make contracts with any 
reputable pliyaician or physicians to do the vaccinating and pay for 
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Sec. 4. Any persOD refusing to be vaccinated when requeated 
by the authorized r^preenntatives of the Board of Supervlaors, ehall 
be pimiebed as for a mledemeanor- Provided, however, satisfactory 
evideoce of aucceaaful vaccination within the preceding five years- 
shall coDBtitute a sufficient defense to anv prosecution under thla act. 

Sec 5. That all acts in conflict wita this act be and are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 6. That this act take effect and be In force from and after 
its paseage.

It will be seen that thla law left it to the option of the Boards 
of Supervisors whether or not they should paaa ordinances requir- 
ing compulsory vaccination. Ae a matter of fact many Boards of 
Supervisors refused to take action and in others the management of 
the disease was so ineffective that it continued to spread and caused 
the lose of hundreds of lives. In one of the largest counties of the 
State the following order was issued by the Board of Supervisor» 
and addressed to the County Health Officer : 

3U ALL-POX NOTICE. 



Answering for the Board, I will say that we have decided not to 
aid anybody wbo haa small-pox, either with guards, nurses, medical 
attention or food, and any expensea incurr^ by you in handling 
such cases will not be borne by the county- 
All parties ivho are sick with small-pox or any other contagious 
disease, must look to their friends, or lo their landlords or mer- 
chants for aid. 

This conclusion has been reached after carefully considering 
the vast expense such cases would necessarily inflict upon the county. 
In other counties it was impossible to have the bodies of per- 
sons who died of amall-pox buried promptly, and in one county a 
body was left unburied and the matter reported to this Board on 
Christmas day. The house in which the person died was in the cor- 
porate limits of a town, and in order to get rid of the body, the 
house, corpse and all were burned by its citizena. It has been 
abundantly proven time and again that thorough vaccination, and 
by that we mean succeeaful vaccination, doea protect against small- 
pox. Vaccination does not endanger life. There haa not been a 
death authoritatively reported from this cause within the State, It 
is a reflection upon the Intelligence and good judgment of our peo- 
ple that thia loathaome disease, the most easily preventable of all 
infectioua dlaeasea, should cause the losa of the lives of so many of 



Prom November 15, 1900 to April 15, 1901, there were reported 
2,720oaBes, 595deaths, 21.87 per cent, from small-pox, and this was 
only an approximate report. The disease still exists and with the 
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-returD oE cold weather will again spread, unleea prevented. The 
*hle[ County Health Offlcere were not required, to make monthly re- 
porta until November 15, 1900. Since that period there have been 
reported 496 caaes of scarlet fever and 51 deaths, 10.28 per cent.; 
and 71 oases of diptheria and 11 deaths, 15 per cent. Scarlet fever 
li Btill quite prevalent in the State. The email deatfa-rate from 
diptheria is accounted for from the very g-enet-al use of inooculation 
with antitoxin. A procedure now regarded as perfectly aafe, but 
nhich at one time, like vaccination, was violently opposed ae being 
dangerous to life. 

In November, 1900, there were a number of caseB of yellow 
lever at Natchez and Brookhaven in this State, but on account of 
lateness of the season a spread to other places was prevented. Dur- 
ing the year 1901 there have been no caaoa reported in the United 
:States, and as the season is ao far advanced we ^o not look for an 
importation of the disease this year. The very thorough sanitary 
work carried out in the City of Havana and other porta of Cuba 
since their occupancy by the United States Government has cut olT 
the most dangerous source of Infection, and if the theory now ad- 
vanced by the commission appointed by the Surg eon- General of the 
.army that the mosquito is the only means of transmission of the 
disease to be true, we need never any more resort to quarantine, 
but rather to the extermination of the mosquito to protect the State 
from yellow fever. In combating disease, sanitation is now more 
than ever the order of the day and this applies not only to epidemic 
diseases which, cause comparatively a small number of deaths, but 
to other infectious diseases also, such as typhoid feyer, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, dysentery and others that are caused by local and gen- 
eral unsanitary conditions, and by improper hygienic surroundings, 
such as impure air, adulterated food and impure water. Each year 
the State of Mississippi loses more lives from tulierculoBSs and ty- 
phoid fever than from yellow fever and small-pox combined and they 
are preventable diseases, but in order that the health authorities 
may successfully contend against the unsanitary conditions existing 
in many parts of the State and be enabled to detect impurities in 
milk, water, food and air they must be provided with means for in- 
vestigating and detecting said impurities. We therefore suggest 
that the Slate Board of Health should lie provided with a well- 
equipped bacteriological labratory, which will enable the Board to 
make prompt reports to the health officers and physicians in the 
State of any specimens submitted by them for examination. 

The State should also be provided with more recent authorities 
on medicine, especially, on the subjects of hygiene, dietetics, sani- 
tation, bacteriology, physiology, toxicology and medical jurispru. 
dence. An investigation of the medical works In our State Library 
.will reveal the fact that the medical department is very poorly sup- 
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plied and modem medicine ia not represented, there being nc- 
authorities later than 1870 or 1880. 

Our State ta notablv behind in the matter of vital and mortuary 
etatieticB, and we suggest that legislation should be had requiring 
a perfect system of registration, marriages, birtba, deaths and dis. 
caaea. The Board ha3 beeu appealed to numbers of times for infor. 
mation along thia line by citizens of other States who represented 
business interests desiring to locate in our midst. It is accepted by 
all sanitariana and up-to-date business people that no State can keep 
abreast of the times that is not prepared to furnish such important 
atatistica. 

We regret to say that the small appropriation (or the past two 
years has cot been sufficient to maintain the Board in carrying out 
the responsible duties devolving upon it in the protection of the 
health and lives of the people.

Partial or imperfect answers shall be rated by the examiners in ac- 
cordance with their degree of fullness and correctness. 

7. A general average of not less than 75 ot a possible 100 
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poiate shall entitle the applicant to a license to practice medicine 
In this State, provided that he has otherwise complied with the law. . 

8. The examiners shall not know the Dame oF the applicant 
wIioBQ paper tbey are grading, nor the school he atteDded, 

9. No applicant shall tate from the room a copy of the exami- 
nation papers. 

10. The names of the applicants who pass or fail shall not be 
given out for publication.

Wheteas, It is the opinion of this Board that general vaccina- 
tion is the only effective means that can be used against a further 
spread and prevent an extensive epidemic, therefore, this Board 
earnestly appeals to the Legislature to enact a law compelling gen- 
eral vaccination in the State. 

Jn view of the fact that yellow fever has prevailed in the State 
for the past three years and we are at present threatened with the 
introduction of bubonic plague, we ask that the sum of S50,000 be 
appropriated for 1900, and $25,000 for 190L, in order to defray the ex- 
penses ot threatened emergencies that may arise. 

The Board further calls attention of the Legislature to the fact 
that the term of office ot the members of the old Board expired on 
January 16th, and that since that time nothinghas been done in the 
State to prevent the spread of small-pox. We therefore suggest 
that the above mentioued appropriation is urgent and should be 
made at once. 

We beg to suggest further that a law should be enacted requir> 
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Ing a certificate of vaccination of all children betore they are per- 
mil t d to enter any of the public schools of the State. 

The executive Committee is herebv instructed to present these 
suggestions to the Governor, and if tbey meet with his approval 
ask him to present them to the Legialature with his endorsement.

The following opinion was received from the Attorney-General: 
Jackson, MisB., May 10th, 1900. 
To the Honorable, the State Board of lieulth : 

GENTt,FMEN . I have your resolution calling upon this oCBoe 
for an ofHciai opinion "as to what extent the leirislatroQ enacted by 
the present legislature effects the State Board of Health, and also 
to jjet him (Attorney-General) to define in writing the duties and 
powers of the board under the present laws of the State.'' 

Beplying to ilie same, I respectfully submit, that chapter 60 of 
the Aunotaied Code, defining your powers and duties, has not been 
materially altered. 

The legislature of 1896 (acts page 79) repealed the act of 18M 
and re-enacted it, correctly worded, and enlarged the powers of the 
executive committee so that said committee may, at all times, and 
not in the interim of the meetings only, exercise all of the powers 
vested in the Board. 

Section 2276 in relation to duties of county health officers, and 
section 2285, providing for his compensation, were repealed by chap- 
ter 39, page Zi, Acts 1894 and new sections enacted as may be seen 
by reference to said act. 

Section 2279, in relation to epidemics, was repealed by section 2, 
chapter 79. page 93 Acts 1698, and a new section enacted. These 
are the only amendments to chapter 60 of the code. 

In addition to the laws contained In the code chapter and the 
amendments thereof, I call your attention to chapter 38, page 33 
Acts of 1894, creating an executive committee and defining its ' 
powers. This act was repealed by chapter 98, page 79. Acts of 1896 
and re-enacted, correctly worded, and the powers of the committee 
exiended to all thepoworsof the board at all times, instead of at ln> 
terims of the board, as proved by the Act of 1894. 

Chapter 79, page 93, Acts 1898, not only amends section 2279 of 
the code, but it undertakes to amend the act of 1896 with refereniM 
to the executive committee, by providing that two members of said 
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committee should be a sufficient quorum to tranaaet buslDeas. I ad- 
vUe that the act of 1898 be disregarded in so far ae it authorizes 
Hction by two members ot the executive committee, tor the reaeoa 
that, section 61 of the constitution requires that amendments of 
iaws shall set out the law as amended at length, and this act does 
not do that. It is to be doubted whether the act of 1898 providing 
for action by two members of the committee is constitutional, and, 
to be on the safe side, important orders should not t>e made unlese 
all three of the members of the executive committee are present, 
two of whom may make lawful orders. 

In the case of Oscar Wilson vs. A. & G. S. R. B. Co. recently 
decided, our Supreme Court holds that the rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the executive committee must be reaso cable; that "regard 
must bo had to the maxim 'solTispopuU supreinekx,' of course. But 
regard must also be had to the liberty of the citizen, and both prin- 
ciples must tie given reciprocal play. The public health must be 
vigilantly cared for: but with due caution that no order intended to 
secure it, shall be so sweeping and arbitrary as to interfere un- 
reasonably with the citizen's right " It is also held that the Board 
of Health must elect or appoint the Chairman of the Committee and 
that all three members of the committee must be present when the 
orders are made, although a majority of the throe present may. 
make a lawful order. Also, that an unreasonable order is not bind- 
ing on anybody and no defense to an action for damages resulting 
from its enforcement. 

This decision was under the act of 1896, but the rulea announced 
■ to all laws BO far as tbey relate to the reasonableness of the 
s of the board, or of its committee; and, because of the ques- 
tionable character of the amendment providing tor lawful action by 
two members of tho committee, I make the above suggestion. 

The legislature ot 1900 passed an act, approved March 12th pro- 
viding that; 

"When a person or persons, suffering with small-pox, yellow 
fever, or any other infectious or contagious disease, is isolated by 
the county health ofBcer of any county in the state, under the rules 
and regulations of the State Board ot Health, the board ot super- 
visors ot such county is hereby authorized to pay the expenses in- 
curred by such isolation, and also the expenses of disinfecting any 
infected premises when certified to by said county health otHcer." 

This act simply intends to furnish the board of supervisors with 
authority to make an allowance out of the county treasury tor tho 
expenses of isolating persons afflictod and of disinfecting the prem- 
ises, upon condition that such isolation is by order of the oounty 
health officers and is in accordance with the rules and regutalions 
of the State Board ot Health, and that the county health officer has 
certified to both isolation and disinfection. The powers ot the state 
board are not at all abridged by this act. 

The legislature ot 19CH) made appropriations of $2,500 annually 
tor the expenses of the state board ot health for the years 1900 and 
1901, and of an emergency fund of $5,000 auoually tor each ot those 
years, but provides that, this emergency fund shall not be expended 
upon the appearance ot a virulent epidemic, or contagious or in- 
fectious disease in the state, and is not available then, "unless the 
same be advocated by written recommendation of the members of 
the board ot public contracts with the approval ot the Governor." 
So that, the emergency fund can not be reached until the appear- 
ance of disease in virulent form, to be so decided by you and agreed 
to by the Secretary of State, the Auditor ot Public Accounts, and 
the Attorney General who constituted the members of the board of 
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public contractB, and who must advocate the need of uBiog It io a 
written addresB to the Governor who i8 empowered to veto or ap- 
prove, as his judgment may dictate. 

If the State Board of Health finds it impoBslble to comply with 
the requirementa made of them by the several statutes aoove re- 
ferred to because of the restrictions placed upon the appropriations, 
or because of the iDsufficiency of tne appropriations, the oonse- 
quences must rest upon the lawmakers and not upon the board. No 
matter how much may be required of you, there is no legal or moral 
obligation which demands that you shall act without sufficient 
fun&. When you have gone to the limit of the appropriation then 
you have fully met all legal obKgatious, even though the alate bo 
plague-stricken. I have the honor to be

P.S,— An act of 1900, approved February 8th, provides that the 
board of supervisors may pass orders for compulsory vaooinations in 
counties where small-pox exists, and the Secretary of the State 
Board of Health must furnish, at the oost of the county, the ueces- 
eary points, but in no way interfere with the powers and duties of 
the State Board.

Rulee and Regulations for the Guidance of the County Health Offi- 
cers in the 5tal« of Mississippi : 
Since the recent Legislature failed to appropriate sufScient 
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funds to enable the State Board of Healtb to manage or ooatrol epi- 
demic and contaeioue diseases !□ the State, depending on the 1>oard 
of BupervlBOra of the various oountleB to control same through the 
county health offlcerunder the direction oi the State Board ol Health 
the following rules and reEulatlons should be enforced : 

The diseases requiring' the operation of these rules and reg'ula- 
tlons are yellow fever, dengue, small-pox, cholera, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever and bubonic plague : 

Rule 1. When notified of a suspected ease or cases of yellow 
fever, cholera or any infectious or contagious disease, it shall be the 
duty of the county health officer to vialt andinspect tbecaseorcasea 
without delay, and if found suffering with an infectious or con- 
tagious disease dangerous to the health of the community he shall 
at once notify the board of supervlBore of his county, and upon its 
authority shall Isolate the case and disinfect the locality, all at the 
expense of the county. 

He shall also notify the Secretary of the State Board of Health, 
furnishing a full explanation of the environments of the case or 
cases; who will, If he deems necessary, send a member of the State 
Board of Health, or some other physician, at the expense of said 
Board, to make a thorough investigation and upon his recommenda- 
tion the State Board will, if it sees proper, take action. 

Persons suffering from the above diseases shall be isolated aa 
herein provided when not epidemic and prior to quarantining the 
locality until no longer capable of transmitting tha disease to others. 
Physicians in visiting patients sick with either of these diseasea 
and expecting afterwards to come Id contaot with persons who have 
not been exposed, are required to wear a rubber coat or linen duster 
and shall observe all other sanitary precautions. Persons exposed 
to small-pox and not protected by vaccination or a previous attack 
of the disease shall be at once vaccinated or isolated for a period of 
14 days. 

No common carrier shall aceept for transportation any person 
suffering with either of the above diseases or any infected articleof 
HJiy character whatever. The apartments occupied by persons suf- 
fering with any of the above named diseases and adjoining apart- 
ments when deemed infected tog'ether with articles therein shall be 
disinfected upon the termination of the disease. The dejecta and 
vomited matter of patients suffering from any of the above diseases 
shall be received in vessels containing an acid solution of bichloride 
of mercury 1 to 1000 (bichloride of mercury 1 part, hydrochloric 
acid 2 parts, water 1000 part) or other germicidal agents. The 
bedding, clothing or other articles of whatever character soiled by 
the discharges ofpati'ents shall be disinfected by complete immer- 
sion for one hour in the above named disinfecting solution, or by 
boiling for 30 minutes [being completely submerged); or if furn- 
iture, wood work, floor and wood walls, to be disinfected by thor- 
ough washing with the above named germicidal solution. If the 
walls are of such material as will be iiijured by said solution, then 
they will be fumigated by sulphur dioxide or formaldehyde gas, 24 
to 48 hours exposure to sulphur dioxideor 6 hours for formaldehyde, 
the apartment to bo as air tight as possible (or by exposure to 
steam at a temperature of 212 to 220 degrees P- for a period of 30 
minutes.) In usiug sulphur about 3 pounds to each 1000 cubic feet 
of inclosed space are necessary. 

Should yellow fever become prevalent in a locality sufficient to 
require quarantining, the Atlanta rules and regulations (a copy of 
which may be had upon application to the State Board of Health 
ofBce) should be enforced

Rule 2. It shalljalso be the duty of the county health officer at 
frequent intervals in localities where the oflal and refuse of cities 
is dumped outside of the city limits, to visit said dumping grounds 
and see that it Is so disinfected and disposed ol that a public nuis- 
ance is not created; and if such nuisance be created ne shall at- 
once notify the corporate authorities creating the nuiaance to abate 
same, and if his suggestion be not compiled with In ten days he 
shall at once notify the Secretary of the State Board of Health of 
the facts in the case. 

Rule 3. It shall be his duty to report all nuisances coming un- 
der his observation to the Board of Supervisors at their next meet- 
ing, and all nuisances not abated after ten days notice to the Secre- 
tary of the State Board of Health. 

Rule 4. It shall be the duty of the county health officer to 
make a written report on blanks to he furnished by the Secretary, 
on op belore the 16th .day of each month, to tbe Secretary of the 
Slate Board of Health. Such report to contain a statement of the 

Seneral health of the county, character of the disease and fatality 
uring the month previouB to report. A suiamary of these reports- 
shall he returned to each county health officer for his information. 

Rule 6- It shall be the duty of the county health offlcer to co- 
operate with the State Board of Health in its sanitary efforts in his 
county, or with any member of said Board acting under its direc- 
tion or the direction of its Executive Committee. 

Rule 6. The failure of any county health offlcer to observe the 
foregoing rules and regulations, or to make monthly reports to the 
State Board of Health promptly during the time designated In rule 
4, will be sufficient cause for his removal from office by the State 
Board of Health. 

In view of this fact, there is in various counties some misunder- 
standing in regard to the liability of the State Board of Health for 
certain bills, it is deemed best to say that the State Board of 
Health is not responsibto for nor wiJl it pay any bills not contracted 
for by said Board of Health. 

The county health officers in contracting with the Boards of 
Supervisors, for their salaries, should remember that an infectious 
or contagious disease may appear at any time and should not con- 
tract at a price they would not be willing to serve for under such 
circum stances . 

It is the duty of the county health officer to render every neceS' 
sary sanitary service in all invasions of infectious or contagious 
diseases under his contract with the county, but it is not his duty to- 
render actual medical treatment to such cases unless be has been 
contracted with to render such service.

On account of the recent act of the legislature nuking no pro- 
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vision for oarryiag on the sanitary work of tiie State Board of 
Health and matine it optional with the boards of supervisora for 
Huch provision, it is only left to us to call the attention of the Chief 
Executive of the Stale to this dangerous coadition of affairs. 

We further call your attention to the fact that small-pox has 
prevailed throughout the State to an alarming extent and is still 
prevalent at a number of places with every reason to believe that 
witli the advent of cold weather there will be an extensive spread 
of the disease. As the necessary measures in a number ot counties 
have not beeo carried out. 

It is oBQcially reported to us this morning that yellow fever 
exists at Natchez, Miss. 

We (eel it our duty to call your attention to the above stated

Sir — Replying to your request of yesterday to suggest the means 
to be used in stamping out the contagious and infections diseases in 
this State and to give you an approximate estimate of the cost, we 
respectfully submit the following : 

SCARLKT FEVER. 

To check the disease will require isolation of the patients and 
thorough antisceptic treatment of all cases, with perfect disinfection 
of the Nothing, bedding and houses in which they occur. To have 
this properly done an energetic, competent physician should be em~ 
ployed by the State Board of Health to take charge of each com- 
munity in which cases occur, whose duty it shall be to see that no 
housen old goods are removed from the house or shipped toother 
places without a certificate of thorough disinfection, and to see that 
all sanitary measures for the prevention ot the spread of the dis- 
ease, as required by the State Board of Health are properly and 
promptly enforced. 

Exclusive ot cost ot clothing, bedding and furniture that maybe 
destroyed, it is estimated the expense of checking the disease will 
be about $2,000, including price of disinfecting materials, such as 
sulphur, alcohol, formaldehyde, bichloride of mercury, etc.

Small-pox requires universal tud compulsory vaccination, isola' 
tlon and tborough disinfection of premises. The cost of stamping 
out tbis disease will depend on the number of caseE and tiie nmnt>er 
of communities infected. We suggest that the Governor urere 
boards of supervisors of the communities where the disease may be 
to pass a compulsory vaccination ordinance, as they are authorized 
by law to do, and to furnish necessary number of vaccine points and 
that a competent health officer be required to visit each community 
infected and see that cases are properly Isolated and premises thor- 
oughly disinfected, and also to insist upon general vaccination. 
For accomplishing the eradication of this disease the expense of 
from 8500 to 81,500 will probably be incurred, not including expense 
for vaccination or vaccine points. 

YELLOW FEVER. 

a who IB experienced in 
jver should be sent to 
Natchez at once to try to trace the origin of the disease and check 
its further spread in that community, as well as to other places, by 
strict antiseptic treatment of cases and by isolation and distnfeo- 
tion. We consider it of special importance to the State to trace the 
origin of the fever, as we believe it was introduced there from some 
other State. 

The expense of the management of this situation will be from 
S500 to J1,000 approximately.

We have carefuUy considered the communication of the State 
Board of Health which we have the honor to receive from you. We 
fully appreciate all that is stated therein concerning the diseases 
therein and heretofore mentioned. We are convinced that the leg- 
islation on these matters clearly intends that local powers, such aa 
town and city authorities and boards of supervisors, should take 
charge of local conditions directly affecting them and do what they 
can to stamp out the disease before the funds of the State should be 
drawn upon. Hence, we do not feel authorized to recommend the 
use of the public fund placed in part under our disposal, until wp 
shall have been satisfied that the local authorities have done their 
duty in the premises. 

We therefore recommend that jou at once issue your proclama* 
tlon accordingly.
